REGION 


The most important line of 
the Canadian FEorthern Rail- 
way in its program of Alberta 
construction, is that which ig 
intended to connect the great 
agricultural prairie district 
which surrounds the Peace Riv- 
er and its tributaries, in North- 
ern Alberta, with Edmonton 
und civilization. The pioncer 
settlers and their families who 
have taken up their abode — in 
the region during the past three 
years are said to number over 
fifty thousand, and communicn- 
lion heretofore has been Very 
primitive. A stage dine con 
nects Kdmonton with Athabus 
cu Landing, on the Athabasca 
River, a distance of 90 miles, 
Where small steamboats ran 
in the sammer to the foot of 
Lesser Slave Lake, about 190 
miles. Here a trail leads ce 
cross the portage into the 
Peace River, and travellers hive 
to yo the rest of the way 
their homesteads in their own 
boats. The Canadian Northara 
is bow building a line from kd- 
wonton to Athabasca Landing, 
which will probably be open be- 
fore the end of the year, ind the 
new scheme, as outlined in the

THE EXCUSE OF THE 
WELL-TO-DO 


Farmers in the West may con- 
bsenaotan be divided into two 
those who are doing so 
ot of crops and the 
advance of ve oe of land that 
they do not believe they need to 
keep stock; and those who have 
been carrying so many other 
loads that they believe they 
cannot afford te Lyi in the foun- 
dations of herds and flocks. 
Both are proceeding upon a 


‘ false assumption, but, of course, 


varying in degree. 

It is true that many men are 
making enough out of their 
yrain crops to satisfy the stan- 
dards of living they have set up 
for themselves, and to leave a 
safe margin for the time when 
they may not be able to carry 
on their business, but this gain 
is unfair to the land, to the man 
himself, to his family and to 
the community. It is unfair to 
the land because it does not 
give the land a chance to pro- 
duce according to its capacities, 
and because no man has the 
right, just because he owns the 
lund, to leave it to posterity in 
a lower state of fertility than it 
was left to him 

It is unfair tw the farmer him 
self, because the growing of 
grain alone does not permit of 
the wide variety of experience 
that comes from diversifying 
farming. It is unfair tothe fa 
mnily for the same reason, and 
becadse such a system exposes 
them to more risk of loss, of 


revenue, than is the case on a 


. mixed farm, and limaits them in 


the acquipement of hnowledye 
to fit them for farming under 
conditions anore exactimyg, or for 
other walks of life.
